The proposition to change the name 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the U. S. A. was voted nay at Chester. 
town Wednesday. 

On the subject of the change of name 
ol the church, Bishop Adams in his 
annual address said: I could not un- 
der any circumstances vote for a change 
of the name of the church without 
knowing or consulting the feelings and 
judgment of the thousands and tens of 
thousands deeply concerned in the pro- 
posed change. He pointed out the ut 
ter impossibility of givingup what is 
signified in the word Protestant with- 
out at the same moment surrendering 
the Catholic character and position of 
this church. For,“ he said, “it is 
against, and only against, what ie not 
Catholic in the Church of Rome that 
this word in its true and strict ecclesi- 
astical sense protests. The address 
dwelt interestingly and at leagth on 
the subject, and was listeved to with 
great attention. 

Upon motion of Dr. Martin, of Chest- 
ertown, a committee composed of Reva. 
Schouler, Howard and Baldwin and 
Judge James A. Peace, Dr. Hines Hop- 
per Gibson and John West was ap 
pointed to submit a report on the prop- 
oaition. 

At the afternoon session the com- 
mittee submitted the following reso- 
lution: 

‘Resolved. That, in the opinion of 
the Diocese of Easton, any change in 
the name of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica at this time would be inexpedient.” 

The resolution was adopted. 

After the transaction of some minor 
business the convention adjourned to 
meet at Princess Anne on the first 
Tuesday in June next. Ordination 
services of J. Wilson Sutton were held 
Thureday morning, when he was or- 
dained by Bishop Adams to deacon or- 
ders.

PRESENTATION SPEECH, MRS. COLLIER. 


As you all know, there is no institu 
tion except the Almsahouse In the State, 
outside of Baltimore, (and they are so 
crowded they refuse to receive persons 
from the counties) with its doors open 
to receive ouraged who are too infirm 
to work, with no home where they can 
spend their declining years in peace 
and comfort. What baye they to look 
forward-to but poverty, destitation and 
suffering? Then does it not beboove 
those to whom the Father has given 
comfortable bomes and so many of the 
good things of life, to provide a retreat 
for thosé who are not so highly favored? 
Feeling the necessity of a Home for the 
Aged, and knowing that Mr. John B. 
Parsons was interested in work of this 
kind, and in the people of his native 
town and county, it was suggested to 
him to buy a. Home, and so give the 
Managers and Trustees an opportunity 
to prove whether they could make it a 
success or not, Hoe immediately agreed 
to do so, with the understanding that 
our people would provide the means of 
support, and wo are sure they will do 
this. In the name of our Heavenly 
Father who has crowned our efforts 
with sugoess, of the benefactor who 
gare the Home, the Board of Mane- 
gers, Trustees and those who have con- 
tributed so liberally that this work 
might go on, we pra nt to you this 
Home. To some this may seem asmall 
beginning, but no doubt many large 
Homes had no more to begin with than 
we have today. We have three in- 
mates, and we promise to do averything 
in our pqwer to make them happy and 
comfortable, feeling sure they wil) do 
all they can to make it pleasant and 
easy for ws. 

While we have hed some trials and 
perplexities, we feel also that our work 
has been a success, for with such effici. 
ent, willing workers as those who oc m- 
pose our Board of Lady Managers, good 
financiers and generous men who form 
our Board of Trustees, we havo ùo fear 
but chat or Home will be a permanent 
ome, our honey well invested, and we 
mall know no such word as failure. 
We feel that our Home will bo as the 
“barrel of meal sud crase of oll.“ We 
carry iu our lives great possibilities of 
g00d for the world; wheresoeyer we go 
we may Bind those whom we cap help 
and cheer, Every day we have op 
portunity, for doing some good. We 
are always passing those who are lone- 
ly, discour@ged or heart hungry to 
whom a little kindness and little help 
would be like « mússage from Hes von. 
Wé should remember that we pass only 
Onde over every day's roa land that if 
we would do a kindes, it must be as 
wego along. Weshould never bo turn- 
ed from duty by harsh criticism or fear 
of man. “In the web of every human 
lite“ says Bishop Vincent “are warp 
and woof.” God stretches and aligns 
the first and winding the woof thread 
in the shutile places it in our bands. 
The task given us is to complete his 
divine wak. As we bavo stood the 
past fow months at our looms, throw- 
ing in and out the shuttle, have wo 
been essurtd that the pattern has had 
eo marring? Alas! we fear not, but 
well for us if each can say U have done 
my beet.’ Then. the great Master, as 
he looks upon the broken threads, will 
Clip them off; or upon dropped stitches 
will gather them up and the work will 
be as pleassth Him. “With grateful 
hearts towards all” who have sustained 
us lu oar ble undertaking, we 
cannot that they will continue 
the ald which te needed to mate ita 
uncer. Then let us be encouraged io 
Our work, end with renewed cfforia, 
with moe in the loreagd wisdom 
of our Heavenly Father, pray and 
Plan for the future, remon bering The

sentiments in accepting this comfort- 
able homa for the aged The people of 
Salisbury are and bave a right to be, 
proud of this home which with the 
Peninegia General Hospital will cer- 
tainly demonstrate to the public the 
fact that Salisbury has many good wlt- 
sacrificing people in it. 

This Home is the result of the efforts 
of our noble women and I want to say 
right here that I think and beliave that 
any city is blessed, Ayo, thrice blessed 
which has such noble women in it. By 
their hands and efforts entirely we have 
here this comfortable Home for those 
less fortunate ones. 


To my mind one of the saddest sights 
isa homeless old person, when age 
comes on and the carn of life are 
heavy, it is bad enough to those who 
have the comforts of home, but the 
homeless ones are to be pitied. Webster 
defines home as a ‘‘dwelling piace” 
and that is the intention of this effort 
to provide a home for those who are 
homeless, There are tome worde in 
the English language that we always 
like to hear and none is sweeter than 
the word home. In childhood we early 
learn to lisp this name: 


There is musio in the word. To the old 
it brings a bewitohing strain from the 
harp of memory, to the young it is a 
reminder of all that is near and dear to 
them. Among all the many songs we 
are wont to listen to there is not one 
more cherished than the touching mel- 
ody of Home, Sweet Home." 

With Oliver Wendell Holmes we 
exclaim; 

“Home of our childhood how affection clings 

And hovers around thee with her seraph

As we progress from childhood to ma

A WAITER om TIPS. 
Gratuities, Be Sexe, Are Taken Oat 
-asf Nee. 

The bitter cry of the victims of the 

“tip nuisance” ds loud in the land, but 

* the recipients of tips have usually 

maintained a haughty silence. Now 

-Mr. James B. Stemotia, a colored walt- 

er, explains their polnt of view in the 
Independent: 

Watters’ wages have everywhere been 

-+ reduced with the growth of tips, so 

` thatthe tipper is merely making good 

the deficiencies of the employer. But 

of late there has also been a great de- 

cline in the volume of tips, so that the 

waiter, underpaid and confronted with 

the loss of his perquisite at the same 

time, is flattened between the two rolle 
of a wringer. 

Th a number of representative hotels 
and restaurants in different cities the 
tipa received by "waiters vary 
from nothing at one place m Cleveland 
to $1.50 a day in New York, At the 
best hotel in New Orleans they aver- 
age 78 cents a day. In Memphis they 
are T cents a day, in Louisville 18 and 
iú Philadelphia from 40 cents to $1. 
‘Zhe usual range in the south is low. 

In the nosth the tendency is for the 
best hotels and restanrinta to employ 
white waiters. Where colored mèn ate 
employed they get much lower wages. 

As a rule, colored waiters draw from 
$18 to $22 a month in wages, and they 
are lucky when they can get $15 more 
in tips. In most rants the bulk 
of the business ls vompressed within 
two or three hours, and 10 cents is the 
Prevailing fee. In fact, it is only the 
most aggressive waiter who manages 
to average so much as 50 cents a day 
in tips.“ 

The recipient.of this tip takes it as a 
matter of hard necessity—not because 
he likes to. The author of the article 
quoted worked for three yeirs before 
he consented to accept one, and then it 
was forced upon him. But the tip will 
stay until the patrons of hotels and 
restaurants luduce proprietors to pay 
living wages. Such a movement, if 
Mr. Stemons may be credited, will have 
the enthusiastic support of the waiters, 
whose supposed exactions inspired the 
virtuous resolves of the Antitipping 
league.

Stolen Camera Lenses. 
“The sale of camera leuses is a com- 
paratively new branch of the pawn- 
broker’s trade,” said a dealer in photo 
graphic supplies, “but a large number 
from that source come to the trade to 
be refitted with shutters and flanges. 
A good lens costs anywhere from $50 
to $150, and is as easy to raise money 
om as a good watch. But you will no- 
tice that the lenses you see In pawn- 
brokers’ windows are without the 
flanges. That is a sure sign they have 
-boen stolen. Very few sneak thieves 
know enough to lift out shutter and 
all, but they can get the lens and make 
away with it by a simple turn of the 
wrist. If a man who owned a camera 
were to take his naked lens to a pawn 
shop and say he owned it he would not 
be believed, and would have to be con- 
tent with the extremely small loan 
usually made upon a stolen lens. 
Pawnbrokers are willing to take 
chances with them, because the risk of 
detection is almost ull and the profits 
great when they make a sale. Ama- 
teur photographers who know their 
business can pick up œ good many 
bargains in the New York pawn 
shops.”—New York Times. 
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Filtering Sermons.

CABINET MEETINGS. 


They Are informal Afairs, Where. 
Many Good Stories Are Told, 
There bes been a good dea! of fiction 
about the cabinet meetings for many 
years, There. seems to be a very gev- 
eral tgypreiaion abroad that the cabi- 
het meetings are like the sessions of 
Congress those èf the supreme 
court; thatthe president calls the meet- 
jugs to oer nod presides during the 
deliherationa, acting as a moderator, 
while the ties bring forward the 
business of thelr various departments, 
consider it gud then vote as to what 
shall de done, Wotbing could be 

further from truth than this. 

Salmon F. serving four 
runru te President Luncoin's cabinet as 
secretary’ of the'¢pegsury, said in one 
of his letters to a friend that he had 
never attended what might be called 
a business meeting of the cabinet. 
They met twice a week then, as now, 
and talked sometimes about the war 
and sometimes about matters that had 
no relation to official business. Some- 
times the president woyld open the 
meeting with a story and the members 
of the cabinet would also tell stories. 
That is the situation today. 

President McKinley was prompt 
about the hour of the cabinet meeting 
and always entered the cabinet room 
at II o'clock, but he did not always 
begin by bringing up business mate 
ters. There were often a few mip- 
utes of social chat and perhaps a sto- 
ry. and then be would ask if any mem- 
ber bad any question be wished to 
bring up for general consideration. 
There were some prolonged and tedi- 
ous cabinet meetings then, for there 
were members who loved to talk and 
thought that their talk infiuenced the 
administration, but it did not. Impor- 
tant questions were decided in private 
conferences between the president and 
the secretary whose department had 
charge of that question. 

Only once during the McKinley ad- 
ministration was a question put to 
vote in the cabinet. That was on the 
Cuban message to congress. The pres- 
ident had prepared a peace message, 
but the temper of congress was for 
war. The message was read to the 
cabinet, and each member was in- 
vited to express his views. They did 
so, and they were evenly divided. But 
the presidept bad decided to change 
his message und voted with the war 
party: He wrote n new message, 
which went to congress and satisfied 
the country and ended the Cuban 
question by driving Spain out of the 
island. 

President Roosevelt does not alwnys 
enter the-cabinet room on time. fle 
is so energetic and surrounded by Bo 
many callers from congress that he of- 
ten forgets that his cabinet is waiting 
for him. He enters the.room and asks 
about the business of the various de- 
partments as a matter of form, gives 
his views briefly and lets the secretary 
settle it or come to him for more ex- 
tensive conference at some other time. 
There are no long winded debates with 
every member expressing his views on 
duestion# that are foreign to his own 
work apd on which his opinlon is of 
no particular value. The cabinet meet- 
ings are more often social gatherings 
than business meetings.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 


A New Way to Keep House.

—The eyes of the country have been 
turned to two fearful disasters, one of 
the loss of life and destruction o 
erty by Wood and fire at Topeka. Kan- 
eas, and the other disaster of a cyclone 
which swept down on Gainesville, Ga., 
on Monday. In the valleys of the 
Kansas, Missouri and DesMoines rivers 
the overfiow from heavy rains has 
caused considerable damage to life and 
property. Topeka suffered a property 
loss of a million dollars, bas a known 
death list of 34 and an epidemic of 
contagious diseases threatened. In 
Kansas City over 20,000 are homeless, 
and at Des Moines 500 are homeless 
and property damage estimated at 61. 
500,000. Now comes the awful cy- 
clone disaster of Georgia where one 
hundred lives are believed to have been 
lost and 180 injured. There is a sym- 
pathetic public looking with anxious 
eyes upon these troublous scenes and 
the American people can be depended 
upon to give every relief that is with- 
in human power. 


—The thirty-second annual report of 
Hon. Lloyd Wilkinson, State Insurance 
Commissioner, is just out, and com- 
prises a handsome volume of nearly 
six hundred pages. ‘It makes a credit- 
able showing for all concerned in this 
branch of the State Government. The 
receipts are shown to be from May 16, 
1908 to May 16, 1908, the sum of 824. 
876.(6, which is greater by $19,585.58 
than last year. The receipts for the 
three years previous to Mr. Wilkinson's 
incumbency amounted to $580,470.14; 
for the three years of the present term 
$621,188.10. Total increase in three 
years $90,719.06, while the expenses 
have been kept down to a very small 
amount, thus realizing to the State 
nearly the whole of the large receipts 
named.

The circle is God's favorite geometri- 
cal Agure; either that or parts df the 
circle, as curves, which are circles in 
their infancy. The sun isa circle on 
fire, The moon is a frozen circle. The 
stars are silvery circles, the telescope 
revealing their spherical shape. Tho 
earth isa circle, Our world revolves 
around the sun in an orbit that is el- 
liptical, an ellipse being acircle pressed 
in at the sides aud elongated into oval 
form. The revolutions of other planets 
are slong the mame kind of curving 
lines, The theory of science is that the 
whole universe fs thus circling about 
some vast central point. Itis not an 
unreasonable theory. Just like God 
would it be to have matters so arranged, 
that one central stationary point of 
creation being heaven.

Witness the human form 
whether male or female, woman's trunk 
a cone, man's trunk an inverted coe. 
Witness hundreds of things that I have, 
not the time to mention; God moving 
‘His hand in circles when He called the 
heavens into existence, and His hand 
still describing circles in the working 
of natural law. d 

Human life moves in a circle. The 
beginning of that circle, as the pen- 
cil of time draws it, is the cradle; the

This is life in & circle, the sports of 
the morning becoming the trade or pro- 
fession of the afternoon; and when the 
evening le at hand, and the circle 
moves on into old age, second child- 
hood comes into view, and death is not 
far away. Grandfather and grand- 
mother live over again their youthful 
days in the lives of their children's 
children, That is why grandparents 
are often mare lenient with children 
thanare theparent tho masel ves. Theyhave 
gone almost all the way around the 
olrole and reached again the spirit of 
childhood. Soon afterwards they are 
undressed forthe night by the black 
nurse death, and their bodies put to 
sleep under the flower-embroidered 
coverlet of the grave, 

But from the bed of death another 
circle sweeps. The soul is immortal. 
It goes forth to fly around the grat 
circle of eternity. Years on earth are 
but microscopic objects fp eternity. We 
make many respirations in a minute, 
and in a lifetime of ordinary length 
those respirations become incalculable;

it ls wonderful that a machine should 
have the power of thus producing from 
the hard metal thousands of coins ex- 
actly, alike, each bearing accurately 
the same impression; but I want to 
Speak to you today of something still 
more wonderful in our social and fam- 
ily life. It is the power inhering in 
every mother to mold her daughters 
into her own image and to impress 
upon them her own characteristics. 
An old college president was wont to 
give this parting advice to his boys 
when they were about to graduate 
from his Institution: “My sons, you are 
now to go forth into the great battle 
of life. It is right and must needs be 
that most of you will soon marry and 
start homes of your own It is of 
vital importance that you marry the 
right kind of a girl. Therefore I am 
going to give you the best test of what 
ù future wife will be. Always look at 
the mother of the young lady whom 
you would marry more than to the 
young lady herself. For as is the 
mother, so is ber daughter.“ 

This trenchant truth is well illus- 
(rated by an old yet ever new story: 
A young farmer wanted to find a fru- 
gal and careful helpmeet. He started 
out from home on his important jour- 
ney. Coming to a farmhouse, he in- 
quired of the farmer's wife for some 
dough which had been left ln ber bread 
pan. He said he had a sick horse and 
be beard that dough could cure him. 
The farmer's wife said, “Oh, yes, we 
have plenty.” She brought forth two 
Sandfuls. The young man took it and 
in allence drove away. At the next 
farmbouse be asked the same question. 
The farmer's wife said: “I wish I could 
help you, but that is impossible. We 
never have any dough left in the 
bread pan of this house. I always 
scrape my bread pan clean. There is 
bo dough left.” Ahr“ said the young 
man. “This is the bome where, per- 
baps, | ean find my bride. For if 
the mother ta.so frugal ber daughters 
will surely be the same.“ And it was 
there that be won his bride. For be 
was of the propbet's opinion, “As is 
the mother, 80 Is her daughter.” 

The mothers ute is inevitably pro- 
duced in the of ber little giris 
whom she in the cradle. This 
will happen whether she is conscious 
of it or not. How important then is it, 
for the sake of those children and for 
the sake Of thoes whom they in their 
turn will infloence, that the influence 
of the mother’s life should be of the 
wholesome and beneficent kind! The 
giris will be like her as they grow up, 
and ber faults will reappear in them. 
Therefore, the object of this sermon 
is t show bow the true wife and 
mother should live. She should not 
only be true to ber husband, but also 
true to ber father and motber, broth- 
ers sod sistors, and to ber God, as well 
as directly to the little daughters who 
Wl soon follow in ber footstepa, As 
she thinks, they will think. As she 
does, they will also do. 

The true mother should, Orat, be a troe 
wife, The butterfly’s wing la developed 
in the chrysalis. The autumnal frait 
will not hang heavily from the ttee 
branch as nuggets*of gold unless the 
apple blosscms were fragrant in the 
springtime. The summer song of the 
nest is only n sweet encore of the June 
song, which once softly echoed tts way 
through the piliared halls in the temple 
of the woods. Neither can the rich, 
spotless robe of maternity ever be 
woven in the home molese it comes 
from a loom in which a bride's pure 
and consecrated fingers have already 
woven out of untarnished web, per- 
fumed with the orange blossoms, the 
robe of true wifebood. 

Some Foolish Wives, 

This statement is axiomatic. Yet 
there are some women foolish enough 
to suppose that the names wife and 
mother are not Siamese twins and bave 
no connection or affiliation, They aro 
so biinded that they cannot see that 
the ullver letters of true motherhood 
are written upon the golden back- 
ground of true wifebood and that the 
strongest and best cradle is that cüt 
from the scented wood of the marriage 
altar. The duties of maternity must. 
Bever supersede or extinguish the 
duties of the wife. There are meny 
women who ure true wives until the

From the day that my 
first baby came sabe has had no inter- 
est In me or my work. In my inter- 
course with my business associates she 
bas been a positive damage instead of 
a help.” There is many a husband 
who is today living as far apart in 
thought from his wife as if he were 
ten thousand miles away from her. He 
may ent with her at the table and Ilve 
with her in the same home, but 
their mental and spiritual association 
is nbsolutely dead. She lives for her 
children. He Uves for. his business. 
Bet wen them thefe is the great yawn- 
lug chasm of indifference, ever widen- 
ing, ever becoming blacker and more 
fatal to marital love. 

Now, mothers, I want to say to you 
that a woman cannot be a true moth- 
er unless at the same time she is a 
true wife. I want to say that if a wife 
will not enter into the joys and hopes 
and sorrows and cares and perplexi- 
ties of the husband who is by her side 
and wants to love ber and have her 
share his burdens she cannot be true 
to the daughters, who will follow in 
her footsteps. I want to tell you that 
no daughter is developed aright unless 
she has bad before ber the example 
of a mother who has been faithfully 
trying to be true to her father as well 
as to her. Would that every mother 
might have as beautiful a eulogy pass- 
ed upon ber by her busband as Pliny 
the Younger wrote about his beloved 
wife: "She has great talents, abe is 
an admirable economist and loves me 
with entire affection. To these quali- 
ities she unites a taste for literature 
inspired by a tenderness for me. When 
I plead, how great is the anxiety she 
suffers! She engages people to tell her 
what applause I have gained, what 
acclamations I have excited and what 
judgment is pronounced upon my ora- 
tions. She sings my verses and, un- 
taught, adapts them to the lute. Love 
is her only instructor; hence I expect 
with certainty that our happiness will 
be durable and that it will dally in- 
crease.” 1 wish that such a eulogy 
might be given to every mother. A 
woman's direct relation to her bus- 
band is almost as important in the dë 
velopment of a daughter's life as the 
mother's direct relation to her child. 

The true mother also should be a 
true daughter and sister. A woman 
cannot rightly meet the cares and re- 
sponsibilities of her husband's home if 
she is fometful of the fireside where 
she spent her childhood, before which 
the banquet-table was spread and the 
wedding cake cut on the night she left 
to preside at her own table. The 
young mother, bending over the cradle 
of her baby, can feel no genuine, boly 
rapture if she has no gratitude or 
reverence for ber gray haired father 
and mother, who watched over her 
own infancy, or love for the brothers 
and sisters who were her childhood“ 
companions, 

Strong Links ef Steel. 

God develops true motherhood in 
many ways. The factory's machinery 
may seem to the untrained eye to be 
working uselessly and in ridiculous 
confusion. There are some wheels 
running from right to left, others from 
left to right. There are sagging bald 
and great piston rods moving up and 
down, and strong steel bars whirling 
round and round and round. There” 
are tanks where the goods are soaked 
and places where the raw goods are 
chewed into pulp. But after awhile, 
under the explanation of the superio- 
tendent or guide, the visitor to the fac- 
tory Gada that every belt and every 
wheel and every cylinder of the ma- 
chinery is put there for a purpose. All 
the different parts of that machinery 
are working together for good, for the 
completion of a faolahed article.

God In the great human factory for 
the creation of a consecrated mother- 
bood has many wheels and at times 
seemingly conficting duties. They all 
bave a purpose, not the least of which 
is the influence resulting from the 
right performance of the duty a wife 
and mother wes to her clildbood's 
home. 

My sister, how can you honestly ex- 
pect your children to respect you if 
you are stony hearted and refuse to 
hovor the many wrinkles and the be- 
dimmed sight of an aged parent? Can 
your mother breathe forth the bitter 
lamentation of the neglected olf 
woman who said. “When I was young 
my children used to tread upon my 
feet; but now. when I am old. they are 
treading upon my heart.” Are you 
going to show the selfish spirit of the 
‘rutal neovle of the Pacific islanda 
who were accustomed to behead or 
bury alive their fathers and mothers 
as soon as they became crippled with 
age? Are you a heartless woman, go 
ing to tear your parents from your 
thoughts and affections, merely be 
cause you can get no more service out 
of them? How can you expect your 
little children to love each other after 
Jou are gone when you yourself have 
nothing to do with the brothers and 
sisters of your childhood? Is it noth- 
ing to you when they are sick or in 
ünancial trouble? Is it nothing to you 
when they are dead? Why, some 
mothers who think they are good and 
true mothers never pretend to have 
any affection for their parents or 

brothers and sisters of for their 
nephews and nieces. The inevitable 
result will be that some day your own 
children will cease to love each other, 
Ah, my friends, blood ought to be 
thicker than water, The tes whist

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mother

The true mother should also ben true 
friend te the great suffering world at 
large. The woman who would try to 
train her children merely within the 
four walls of a home or In the family 
relation to their father and grund- 
parents and uncles and aunts and cous- 
ins has a too circumscribed territory. 
The mother bird might just as well try 
to teach her young how to fly without 
their leaving the parental nest or the 
horseman frain the colt ® dru w n load 
without his taking it from the stall or 
i child to learn how to sing by merely 
studying a musie scroll without letting 
her voice run the scales. A mother in 
teaching her children what they ought 
to be has ber relation with the great 
w at large us well as withthe unit 
of her own home. 

Sympathizc With the Adifeted. 

The true mother goes forth in life 
and sees the miseri and the sufer- 
ings and the troubles which arg every- 
where self evident. Her heart bleed- 
ing with sympathy, sbe returms home 
and begins to plan how she din help 
the poor. When her children would 
destroy thelr old clothes she turns 
and says: “Daughter, that is à sinful 
waste. That dress may hot be useful 
to you, but it may clothe some little 
girl and keep her warm all winter. I 
wish that vou would wrap it @p fn a 
bundle and take it to Mrs. Sond-so's 
house. Her husband is out of work, 
and 1 fear she is having a hard time 

get along. I was in to see ber to- 
day.” When that Ettie girl carries 
that dress to the home of destitution 
and there sces the poterty sticking out 
through cracks of the humble cottage 
and the grateful tears of the mother 
who received the dress she Mearns a 
lessou of heart love she could learn 
in no other way. Sue tearns the same 
kind of self sacrifice which gentle 
Louise Alcott taught In one of the best 
of all books, that called “Little Wom- 
en.“ There are many beautiful lessons 
taught in that book, but not onë sweċt- 
er than when the mother of Joe and 
Amy and Beth and Meg comes in one 
morning from making a call upon a 
poor family. She in substanee says: 
“Girls. I have just been visiting Mra. 
Bo-and-so. The famiy have pot had 
any food in that house for two days. 
There are a number of little @hildren 
there. Are you girls willing to give 
them your brenkfasts and go witb- 
out?” “Yes,” answer all four giris, 
Under her direction they farmed a 
Uns. They walked through the vil- 
lage. streets, curtytug the hot muffins 
and the coffee and the meat, and went 
ver the hiis and inte the por home 
and ted the little hase Marved babies. 
That book called Little Women” was 
oly a Nistory.of Loulee Alcoff in the 
days of her youth, Do you wonder 
that her mother mise@@ne giris Louise 
Alcott (or Joc) among the number? 
‘That mother’s beart was not only beat- 
ing with love for ber own children, 
but also for every other Woman's chil- 
dren who were lu trouble or distress. 
Do you wonder that every mother 
teaches her children the laws of gen- 
tleness and sympathy and Christian 
kindness When sho herself is ready at 
any bour of the night to go to the sick 
neighbor's home or to place flowers on 
the white casket of a neighbors child?

The Greatest of All Examples. 

“But,” some one may say, “you have 
not spoken yet of the greatest of all 
examples which a true mother ought 
to set before her children, She should 
and must be a Christian woman. She 
cannot be a true wife, daughter, mem- 
ber of society and of the church un- 
less in the first place she fully realizes 
her responsibility to her Maker and 
Redeemer and Saviour.“ Well, my 
friend, perhaps I have done wrong in 
not making this thought the first and 
chief heading of my sermon, But, to tell 
the truth, I have gone upon the sup- 
position that all the wives and moth- 
ers assembled in this congregation are 
Christian women. I believe that deep 
down in your hearts you feel your re- 
sponsibility to Christ. I preach with 
another purpose than to bring you as 
new converts to Christ. I have tried 
to show the different directions in 
which the river of your spiritual love 
should flow. I have tried to show you 
this because I want to prove that 
your daughters’ spiritual love will fow 
in the same direction as yours finds an 
outlet. 

Do you know what impresses me 
most about a little boy? The fact that 
he wants to be like his father. The 
little fellow wants to wear the same 
kind of suspenders, ond the same kind 
of u vest, and white shirt and collar, 
the same kind of laced shoes. He 
wants to imitate his father’s good 
habits as well as his bad. Do you 
know what impresses me most about a 
little girl? She wants to be like ber 
mother. “As is the mother, so is her 

aughter.” When my sisters were 
— the first act I remember about 
them wns this: They used to rum- 
mage in mother’s closets and get out 
ber long dresses and pin them around 
their waists and play they were grown 
women going calling. When little giris 
were born in my own bome I found 
they did with my wife's things just 
what my sisters used to do with my 
mother’s. I Önd the little girle along 
the streets trying to imitate their 
mothers In the same way. 

Mothers in the house and on the 
street, will you mot sg your children 
the right kind of an example when 
you know your daughters are going 
to copy after you? WIll you not sur- 
render yourselves, body, mind and soul, 
to the Saviour’s service as u wife, a 
sister, a member of the church and 
of society, so that the, Christ love 
which shines through your face shall 
shine through theirs? Will you not so 
live that your Christian consecrated 
lives will be to your children an in- 
spiration, your death a benediction, 
your resurrection a fact which will 
beckon them on to jolu you at the foot 
of God's white throne? Shall not the 
rosebush bring forth a rose? Shall 
not n maternal song find an echo In a 
daughter's heart?

DEBT RECOVERY ABROAD. 


Ways of Suing and Deleg Sued In 
Various Kurepenn Countries, 

Cf all countries Germany probably 
Olors the greatest facilitics to foreign. 
ers for the recovery of money owing to 
them by ber subjects. A power of at- 
torney is required for suing purposes 
and a sum of moncy has to be deposit- 
ed as security for costs, but the deposit 
fs returned in full at the conclusion of 


‘the action. All costs, together with in- 


terest, ame recoverable from the de- 
fondant. 

lo France the collection of trade 
cebts is usually relegated to the huis- 
sler or bailiff, This oMigial is able to 
sue before the Justices of thë peace, 
whose Jurisdiction is, however, limited 
to does of not more taan 200 france 
(about £8). Where the amount exceeds 
this sum aud the efforts of the huissier 
to effect a settlement or conciliation 
prove unavailing the only recourse is 
to employ an avocat and commence a 
suit in the civil courts. Here the cost 
may casily run up to £8 or £12, and, 
whatever the result of the action may 
be, the plaintiff will have to pay his 
avocats charges and a substantial por- 
tion of the court costs. In the event of 
the defendant entering a defense to the 
suit at least one adjournment will in 
all probability be ordered—it la aston- 
ishing upon what fimsy grounds this 
is. frequently done—and the eosts be 
thereby multiplied ad Infinitum. 

The way of the foreign merchant In 
Italy, seeking to enter into his own by 
judicial methods, is full of vexations in 
the shape of exorbitant demands for 
translation and other mysterious fees, 
every forward step of the slow moving 
legal machinery calling for ample lu- 
brication from the pockets of the un- 
fortunate creditor. 

In Spaln the impediments in the way 
of debt recovery by foreigners are on 
a par with those of Italy. In the com- 
mercial court costs may run us to 800 
or 350 pesetas and are recoverable from 
the defendant only if the judge is satis- 
fied that he bas acted in bad faith; 
that, when ordering the goods, he had 
no intention of paying for them unless 
compelled to do so. As may be sur- 
mised, this condition is usually amply 
sufficient to prevent the plaintiff recov- 
ering any part of the costs. 

Debts against private persons in Rus- 
sia become proscribed by statute after 
a lapse of twelve months. 

Before an advocate in Russia can 
take any legal steps to validate the 
rights of his foreign client he has to 
be furnished with (1) a lengthy power 
of attorney drawn up in the Russian 
language, certified by a notary and 
vised by the Russian consul; (2) an 
extract containing particulars of the 
claim from the creditor's books, ac- 
companied by a statement in Russian 
from the notary to the effect that the 
extract is a true copy of the entries in 
the books, which are found to be kept 
in good order and in accordance with 
the English law. The extract has also 
to be vised by the consul. The ex- 
pense connected with preparation of 
these documents is very heavy. 

Should the creditor persist be will be 
required to deposit a substantial sum 
on account of costs, and in all kell- 
hood before the matter has proceeded 
beyond the preliminary stage it will 
be found that be has unconsclously 
run counter to some incomprebenalble 
Russian law, elther in the mode of 
delivering the goods or In some other 
particular connected with the case, 
which will afford the debtor a loop- 
hole of escape.—Magazine of Com- 
merce. 

Waking Francois. 

The name of Millet, the painter, has 
been made famillar to many besides 
art students by his “Angelus.” How 
the genius of the artist was roused 
and encouraged is told in bis biogra- 
phy. 

The most original person of the fam- 
ily and the one who had the most in- 
fluence upon Millet was his grand- 
mother. She was an old country wom- 
an of intense religious faith, living in 
God, seeing everything in God and 
mingling God in every scene of nature 
and every act of life. 

One of Millet’s earliest recollections 
was of his grandmother waking him 
when be was quite a littl child and 
saying to him: 

“Up, my little Francois! If you only 
knew what a long time the birds have 
been singing the glory of God!" 

When be had to leave bome to go to 
Paria bis grandmother said, “I would 
rather see you dead than unfaithful to 
God's commands,” 

At a later time, when he bad begun 
to make his way In Paris, sbe reminded 
him again: 

“Remember, my Francols, that you 
were a Christian before you were a 
painter. Paint for eternity and think 
that the trump which will call to Jadg- 
ment is on the eve of sounding.”

Well, my friends, ns | necdiessiy 
pitied that poor woman living lu tho 
backwoods there are bundredsa and 
thousands of people commiserating the 
supposed unhappy lot of a gospel min- 
later. These sympathetic commisera- 
tions have become widespread. There 
are bundreds—aye, thousands—of young 
men who might otherwise have volun- 
bered for service in the Christian pul- 
piis, have teen deterred on account 
of them, from conseerating themselves 
to the gospel ministry. Now I want to 
speak specially this morning to the 
young men who are Juating from 
our colleges and schell, and it they 
have adopted this view of the Obris- 
tian ministry being a joyless, gloomy 
life I want to set them right. I make 
a direct appeal to the young men to 
enter the gospel pulpit, because it of- 
fers the happiest, the most blessed and 
the most exhilarating life on earth. I 
am going to make this plea with au- 
toblographical authority by showing 
the kindnesses and the sympathies 
which have surrounded me from the 
day of my ordination down to the pres- 
ent time.

“Give us men!” cry. the synodical 
missionaries. The harvest is ripe, but 
the laborers are too few.” It is all 
nonsense for some of our religious 
writers to declare that the reason our 
theological students are becoming less 
and less in number year by year is be- 
cause we are now getting quality in- 
stead of quantity. The reason our 
seminaries are becoming depleted is 
because the young men who ought to 
enter the ministry refuse to come. 
Men! Men! We want men! We need 
men for the gospel pulpits: to save the 
sinful world. 

The second reason for preaching this 
sermon is that I would appeal to those 
young men to enter the gospel ministry 
who many years ago heard the call 
and who bave stified it by an indiffer-. 
ent, wayward life. When my uncle, the 
devoted missionary, Rev. John Tal- 
mage of Amoy, China, was a boy of 
twelve he read the life of David Brain- 
erd. After closing the book he went to 
my grandmother and said, “Mother, I 


‘am going to be a missionary.” Time 


passed on, and he entered college. He 
lost his high ideal and led an indiffer- 
ent life. He never mentioned the word 
minister from that day until toward 
the end of his college career. Then the 
old pledge came back. Then and there 
on the night before his graduation 
from Rutger’s college, he gave himself 
up anew to his glorious life promise. 
Young men, you who have heard this 
call to the Christian ministry years 
ago, will you not hear the call now? 
Will you not be brave enough, noble 
‘enough, Christian enough, to do what 
Christ bids you do? The church necds 
you. Christ calls you. Come, offer your 
life and consecrate it at the altar of 
Christian ministry.

A RUSSIAN GIANT, 
Feodor 


Monehu e the Moet Gigantte 
. Man Ia the World, 

Of all the giants that have appeared 
beforo the pabiy within the last thirty 
or forly none can be compared 
with tho imposing Russian who bas re- 
cently been on exhibition in Berlin, 
Germany. This giant, whose name is 
Feodor Machow, has been exbibited by 
the Anthropological society. of Berlin, 
Where be has undergone a rigid ex- 
amination and careful measurements, 
which have resulted im establishing the 
truth of bis claim of being the largest 
human being on the face of the globe, 

Professor Felix von Lischan, the fa- 
mous ethnographical student. who con- 
ducted the examination, submitted the 
following written statement to the head 
of the institution: A 

„i haye carefully examincd and 
measured from un anthropological 
standpoint Feodor Machow of Kust- 
Junky, Russi’, who fs now about twen- 
ty-two years of age. He is 7 feet 9 
Inches In helght and can therefore be 
classed with the largest giants that 
have ever ved, He exceeds In height 
all the known Hing giants by at Icast 
a head and is in many respects of great 
selentific interest.“ 

As a matter of fact, all the giants 
who have been exhibited In Europe up 
to the present time were from 4.7 to 
5.9 inches shorter than Machow. Their 
height was between 6 feet 10 tuches 
and 7 feet 5 inches, according to docu- 
ments placed with the Anthropological 
society by the late Professor Virchow. 
The showmen, however, always cxag- 


- | gerated the height in advertisements. 


Feodor Machow comes from an old 
Russian family, whose ancestors are 
sald to ha ve emigrated to Russia from 
the south, probably from Syria. His 
parents, as well as his two brothers 
and one sister, are all of normal size, 
His grandfather was large, but lu no 
sense a giant. It is said, however, that 
im corlier generations of the family 
larxe specimens occurred. Viewing this 
enn froin the standpoint of the theory 
that mental and physical traits are in- 
herited, it would seem that the theory 
is strengthened to a certain extent, es- 
pecially in regard to bodily stature. 

The boots worn by Machow, which 
scarcely rench to his knees, reach an 
ordinary person almost up to the waist, 
and a twelve-yearold boy could ensily

A Town Ralsiag a Forest. 

Brunswick, Me., ls probably the only 
town lu New England that is raising a 
forest of its own, The town owas a 
large common of about 1,000 acres, 
commonly known as the Plains. Sev- 
eral years ago Austin Cary, a Bowdoin 
college graduate, who is an expert in 
forestry. after looking the ground orer 
decided that it would be an excellent 
place to start a forest, to be owned by 
the town. 

The Plains are in most part covered 
with a growth of scrub pine, and in the 
open spaces Mr. Cary, with a corps of 
assistants, has been setting out white 
pine trees.

Tt states that there are 
now 20,000 white pine trees growing on 
the common, besides a blueberry plan- 
tation of some thirty acres.

Now, 
I do not believe that is the right way 
to bring up boys and girls. If my 
friends who visit my home are not 
willing to eat at the same table with 
my bables they need not come and visit 
me at all I am just headstrong 
enough to believe that what is good 
enough for my children is good enough 
for my friends. 

There were some men that day, too, 
who followed Jesus wherever be went 
and were “called his disciples, They 
knew how precious every word he ut- 
tered was and bog many sick and 
blind and deat — 1 be was curing, 
and they did not want his time taken 
Up with little children.

But Jesus, 
bearing the commotion, stopped and 
asked the couse. Then when Christ 
beard that these men were driving the 
babies from hie ade he turned and 
practically said: Ah. that is not right. 
Do not push those little oues away. 
Open a path there and let the children 
Come to my arms and be blessed.” 
Then he uttered the sweet words of 
my text, “Suffer little children, and 
forbid them not, to came unto we, for 
ef such is the kingdom of heaven.” 

Christ gave this sweeping laritatlon 
to all children to be brought to his 
arms. Thervfore I shall try, children, 
in a few plain, simple words to tell 
why it ls Unportunt-very important 
for yoy to come to Christ while you 
are youtg. And when I show you that 
it is important for you to come to 
Christ 1 would also try to show you 
that Christ ½ the best friend a little 
child, n young boy or girl, can ever 


have. Yes, be is even a bet od

“pawyeth all human understanding.“ 
Two Kisda of Seed, 

Let we tell you What Jesus Christ 
cah do for you. In every child's ne 
ture there are two kinds of seed. Ons 
Of these is capable of growing into a 
troe of righteousness, and the other e 
Capable of growing into a tres of wick» 
dooss and sin, Now, When Jesus 
takos charge of u child nature it is 
the good seed that grows, and then the 
child's life starts wOll, and whee the 
chi a man or women that 


“fife is a happy one and a blessing to 
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the World, maren. these Words may 
be very hard for you to grasp, but I 
think I can explain my moaning by a 
very simple Illustration. 1 hold in my 
hand an apple, Where did it come 
from? “Oh, I know,” says a young 
boy sitting in that class behind his 
teacher. “My last summer 
took me to the country. While I was 
there I used to visit a farmerawho had 
a farm just back of our hotel. There 
in his field be bad a great big apple 
orchard. The farmer used to let me 
climb those trees and pick the apples 
which w upon the branches. They 
were dwfully big trees.’ Some of them 
were so big that I had to get a ladder 
to climb them. Some of them were so 
hig that after I had climbed them I 
found four or five birds’ nesta in the 
same tree, Soth of them were 30 big 
that my mother used to cine out on 
hot days and bang her hammock under 
the brunches and there do ber sewing 
and knitting.” 

That auswer is right, my boy. An 
apple grows upon a brinch in an 
orchard. But where did those big 
trees come from which produced the 
apples? “Ob, 1 do not know,“ answers 
the boy. “I suppose they bave always 
been there. Why, mother said that 
some of those apple trecs were forty 
or fifty years old, Some of them were 
us old us my grandfather and grand- 
mother, and they are awfully old,” 
Yea, my boy, you are right again. 
Some apple trees live to be very, very 
old. But those trees did not just grow. 
Every tree had a beginning. If you 
ent open the Apple which I bold in my 
hand you will fnd in the center of it 
an apple core. Right in the center of 
the apple core you will find a little 
brown seed. Now, children, if you 
will take this apple seed and plant it 
in the ground in the springtime that 
seed will burst open and begin to grow. 
The little roots of that seed will begin 
to grow down. A little green shoot 
like grass will begin to grow up. Then 
the green grass will change after 
awhile into a stem. The stem will 
change after awhile into a tree trunk. 
From that tree trunk will grow the 
branches. From the branches will 
grow the leaves and the blossoms. 
From the blossoms will afterward 
grow the apples. The apple tree does 
not come forth from nothing. The ap- 
ple tree first grows from the little seed 
like that which I hold in my hand. 

Christ the Guide. 

Now, a little child's life can be com- 
pared to a seed. How? Because you 
know a secd does not grow unless it is 
rightly planted in the right kind of 
ground. Weeds will grow anywhere 
without any care. So if the good seed 
I spoke of just now docs not get cared 
for and looked after it will not grow, 
but the bad seed will, and your lives 
will become like weeds—good for noth- 
ing. Now, if you ask Jesus to look aft- 
er you and take charge of you, out of 
your nature can grow the great trees 
of righteousness which will bear forth 
good fruit it you will only let the roots 
of your heart grow about the rock of 
Calvary, upon which once stood the 
Bu vlour's cross, Do you not see, chil- 
dren, bow Important it la that you give 
your life to Christ now if from your 
little selves must come all that la good 
or all that is bad? 

Little children should come to Christ 
2 soon. Their Christian fa- 
ther# and mothers will not be able 
much longer to shield them from the 
evil temptations as they have been able 
to do. When my little boys and girls 
were at home I could do what I pleased 
with them. I could say Susan“ or 
“Gertrude” or “Thomas De Witt" or 
“Frank"—for I have four children—“I 
wish you would not associate with that 
little boy you were with this mortüng.“ 
And If one of wy little girls should say, 
“Why, papa?’ I whuld answer: “I do 
not think he is a nice little boy. I heard 
his mother call to bim today to come 
into the house, and he answered, ʻI 
won't come.’ And when his méther 
went after him he lay right down in the 
street and began to kick and scream 
and bite. Now, no good little boy will 
ever act like that, and I do not want 
you to go with him.“ 

But, children, though | may have 
been able to guard and shield and pro- 
tect my little girl while she was at 
home, there came a momentous day 
when she went beyond my direct entre 
and guiding influence. That day first 
came when we sent her to school, It 
was a sad time for the parental heart 
when our oldest child had to pack ber 
little schoolbooks and leave home. 
Her mother took ber up to a great big 
room filled with littl boys and giris 
and left her there. In that school we 
knew that there were bad giris as well 
as good girls, bad boys as well as geod 
boys, and she had to sit there and as 
soclate to some extent with them all. 
Now. who is going to look after my 
Uttle girl when she goes to meet the 
temptations of school unless Christ, 
who loves little children, goes along 
and takes her by the hand? Who is 
going to tell her what to do when the 
bad girl tells her to disobey her teach- 
er and whispers in ber ear the naughty 
story if Christ le not there? Her 
mother cannot do it. Her father can- 
not do it. We are not there. Christ 
only can be her guide and ber shield. 

Temptations of the Little Ones. 

Home grown up people do not think 
that little children have any big tewp- 
tations. But | know that some of the 
greatest temptations we ever nave m 
life come to us when we are young, 
very young. I knew of one little boy 
who did not take Christ along with 
him to school. One day bis playmates 
were teasing bim. Ther, because he 
did not have Christ with him, be lost 
his temper and picked up a stone and 
threw it at the boys, and he hit an 
eye of cue of the boys and put it out. 
That little boy, who afterward grew 
up to be a big men, had to go through 
Mfo With als eye biindedy I knew of 
another littl boy who, because he 
did not have Christ with bim, wanted 
to fright a playmate, as bad boys 
sometimes do, Ile pushed him from a 
bank into a river and the little boy 
was drowned, | e bis poor little 
body after it was taken out of the 

water aud I heard the broken hearted 

mother weeping over I knew of 
another little boy who grew up to be 

a thief and was sont fo jail because, 

when he was young, bis bad little 
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ot your pafonts, As yi men ana 
women you must go out Into the great 
wide world and lve entirely away 
from bomd. You must be ike your fa- 
ther and mother and earn your own 
living. Then, If you do not have Jesus 
by your side, there are many, many 
temptations which will beset you and 
trip you up. Are you now golng to 
drive Christ away from your heart 
and life? Remember he is your chief 
protettor. I once read a beautiful 
story nbout a St. Bernard dog whieh 
was killed by the hand of the man he 
was trying to save. It was on the fa- 
mous St. Gothard pass, n road leading 
over the tall mountains of Switzerland, 
which most of the year is covered with 
snow. Travelers going over that pass 
often become so benumbed with the 
cold that they fall down and are fro- 
gen In the snow. The monks of a mon- 
astery which was built among those 
mountains used to scund out great big 
shakgy dogs and hunt out the travel- 
ers and save them. Around the necks 
of these dogs was tied a little box All- 
ed with food and wine, which,tife trav- 
elers could cat and drink When the 
dogs found them. Among those dogs 
was one so intelligent and strong that 
he had saved sixty-elght persons who 
had been lost In the snow. But one 
nicht this Intelligent dog found among 
the snows a traveler nearly frozen to 
death, und so to Warm him aud bring 
him back to life the grent dog stretch- 
ed his big body upon the dying man, 
as your mother might cover you up 
with n fur lap robe when you go 
sleighing. After awhile the traveler 
awoke. He thought the big doy lying 
upon him was a big bear or wo f, Ho 
took out his knife and drove it lito the 
heart of the dog and killed it! Then 
the monks, missing the dog, went out 
to search for him and found the dog 
and the man both dead in the snow, 
If the man had only known that the 
dog was trying to save him he would 
have been thankful to him instead of 
killing him, and his own He would 
have been saved. But, you see, he did 
not know what a friend the dog was. 
Now, I do not want you to make such 
a mistake as that. I want you to un- 
derstand that Christ is your friend, 
the best friend you can have, for he 
can save you from dying eternally. 80 
I want you to welcome him and cling 
to him when he wants to help you and 
save you, not only from the sins of the 
schoolroom, but niso from the sins of 
the great wide world at large. 

A Little Chila Shall Lead. 

But there is another reason, chidren, 
why you should come to Christ, and 
that is so that you can bring your. fa- 
ther and mother, big brothers and sis- 
ters along with you to Christ. Oh, how 
many children there are here whose 
fathers never ask a blessing nt the 
table or have family prayers by the 
home altar! Ob, Low many little chil- 
dren there are bere whose fathers and 
mothers and bic brothers and sisters 
nre drifting out into a Ife of shr merely 
becnuse they have never answered the 
pleading call of Jesus and have not 
come and knelt at the Savlour's feet! 
Little children, do you not know that 
you perbaps better than any one else 
can lend your fathers and mothers and 
brothers and sisters and uncles and 
aunts and big men and big women, to 
Christ? Do you not realize, boys and 
girls, that, as the Bible describes tho 
day of millennium as the time when 
“the wolf also shall dwell wn the | 
lamb, and a little child shall lead 
them,” the greatest gospel messengers 
who ever lived nre the littl children 
who are leading the grown up people 
to the foot of the cross? 

If fou lave a fat 
who never ous to church, what n good 
thing it would be If you could bring 
bim! Suppoae you should go home | 
from this service and clamber up into 
his lap and say: “Papa, why do aot 
you come to church? Why go not you 
love Jeaus!“ Ilow good thing it 
would be if he should put bis arm 
around you and should say, “Yes, dàr- 
ling. for your sake I will go to chureh 
and learn to love Jesus.” He would be 
doing just as that great lawyer and 
statesman of Philadelphia did a few 
years ago. Ile was home from Wasb- | 

Aton for a little while on a vaeation. 

lle be was sitting in the parior his 
little six-year-old daughter rusbhed Into 
the room, crying: “Oh, papa, I have 
learned to read. Would you ike to 
hear me rend?’ Then she went and 
got a Bible and opened It, and with 
her little fingers used for a guide she 
slowly rend the sixteonth verse of 
the third chapter of Bt. John, “For 
God so loved the world that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever | 
believeth In him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.” Before the lit 
tle girl Pad nished her reading the 
father’s beart melted with repentance 
and he waa crying like a little child. 
Boys and girls, what do you think your 
mother woukl do if you would climb 
up into her lap and put your arms 
abat her neck and ask ber why she 
did not have family prayers? 1 tell 
you what abe would do. Perhaps she 
would get down on her knees and put 
her arms about you and then and 
there consecrate her life and yours 
anew to the Saviour. Oh, children!

When we entered the Philadelphia 
depot the milk had soured and both 
babies were sick, and they had nothing 
to eat. I went to the conductor in my 
difficulty, He was a rough, brusque 
man. I said to him; “Can you hold 
this train for five minutes? My ba- 
bies are sick, the milk is soured and 
they must have something to eat. My 
mother is dying, and I must go on.“ 
He looked at me and sald; “No, sir, 1 
would not hold this train for the presi» 
dent of the United States. We are 
five hours late, and I would be dis- 
charged if I did.” “But, man,” I said, 
“my mother is dying, and my babies 
are very sick, Cannot you help me? 
Have you no children of your own, 
and cannot you just put yourself in 
my place?’ The rough man started as 
though he had been struck a heavy 
blow. Ile drew a long breath. Then 
his eyes filled with tears as he mutter- 
ed. “Well, go ahead. I will run the 
risk for my own baby's sake!" Oh, 
parents, if a rough conduetor would do 
all that for his little girl's sake, will 
you not do something for the spiritual 
welfgre of your children? Men and 
women, you know you love your chil- 
dren better than your lives, therefore 
will you not consecrate your lives for 
their sakes to Jesus Christ? In all 
your carthly existence you will never 
be brought nearer to Jesus than now 
by any plea. Itis not myself that begs 
you to give your heart to the Master. 
It is the object lessons which are be- 
fore you this children's day of your 
own little ones commingling in yonder 
classes,

strongest terms what the parental love 
might not only be in the hovel, but 
also in the palace. Emperor William 
II, was inspecting some of the famous 
industrial establishments of his king- 
dom. In one the most expensive kind 
of thin lace dresses were belog made. 
The proprictors, desiring to give the 
emperor a present in recognition of the 
honor his visit had conferred upon 
them, wished to send the empress one 
of the most delicate and expensive of 
gowns. The emperor looked at it a 
moment and then laughed. “Ob,” bo 
said, “that gown is not appropriate for 
my wife.

Next to 
the prayer meeting the most important 
of services ia the Sunduy school ges- 
sion, May God bless the Sunday school 
superintendents of America. May God 
bless the teachers and the other Sun- 
day school officers. May God bless 
the scholars, and may every Sabbath 
be a children’s day. No Sunday should 
be allowed. to para in any Christian 
church without some boy and some 
girl being led to sevk Jesus Christi the 
sne who always bas loved and always 
will love Uittle children.

In elopements it ls the privilege of 
the Americay parent to forgive his son 
or duutzuten to welcome the runaway 
couple back to his home, to give them 
the freedom of the house, to Install 
them after a little in u flat of their 
own and defray the rent of It, to find 
the sun-ln-iaw n paying job and to in- 
struct the daugliter-in-law sufficiently 
in the rudiments of housekeeping so 
that she will know when the kettle 
boils. Public opinion cheerfolly sup- 
ports the parent in these little over- 
tures to lis offspring and, indeed, ex- 
pects them as bis duty. The ruza- 
ways accept them as thelr right. 

All of thich goes to show the com- 
plete and Shameful abdication which 
some American parents make to their 
children. It fs a wholesome doctrine 
that young people shall sult themselves 
fi marrying aud. at the last resort, 
follow thelr own Inclination and judg- 
tment, even when they run counter to 
the parental preference. But the lead- 
ings of the doctrine do not justify 
them in contracting clandestine attach- 
ments or In Insisting on their own way 
immediately when the objection of 
their parents ls merely that they are 
too young and would better walt 
awhile of In declaring n crowning dis- 
respect to the father who beget nud 
the mother who bore them and making 
a spectacle of them in the eyes of the 
world by marrying without even ap- 
prising them of their purpose or giving 
them a chance to look over the young 
person they are about to bring Into the 
family. 

There la. a fine old commandment 
which enjoins “Honor thy father and 
thy mother.” In n few ways could a 
son or daughter more dishonor them 
than by flouting or iguoring them at 
the most significant and Intimate mo- 
ment that life holds. There is good 
ground for all the bitterness that a 
parent must feel at such a juneture— 
a bitterness rendered doubly acute by 
the reflection that bia own heedless 
trust and lodulgent kindness had 
brought about such a pass aud that it 
was bis own blood that had turned 
away from bim.—New York Mall and 
Express. 


Poe Was a Prophet. 

The metal bellum's discovery proves 
Edgar Allan Poe to have been a 
prophet. The application of sulphuric 
acid to the mineral clevelte causes he- 
lium to form, and hellum fs guter 
than hydrogen. 

Poe, in his story of “Hans Pfaal,” 
describes just such a metal as helium. 
Pisal, it will be remembered, is mak- 
ing a new kind of balloon secretly. 
This is the passage wherein the proph- 
ecy of bellum's discovery appears: 

“I then took opportunities of convey- 
tug by night to a retired situation east 
of Rotterdam five iron bound casks, to 
contain about fifty gallons each, and 
one of the larger size; six tubes, three 
inches in diameter, properly shaped, 
and ten feet in length; a quantity of a 
particular metallic substance, which 1 
shall not name, and a dozen demijohns 
of a very common acid. The gas to 
be formed from these latter materials 
is a gas never yet generated by any 
other person than, myself. I can only 
venture to say that this is a constitu- 
ent Of azote, 80 Jong considered irre- 
ducible, and that its density is about 
STA times less than that of hydrogen. 
It is tasteless, but not odorless; burns 
when pure with a greenish fame and 
is lowtantaneously fatal to animal life.” 
—Philadelphia Record. 


Test For Children, 

Handen persou two objects which are 
of exactly the same weight, but of dif- 
ferent duneuslons, aud the chances are, 
ninety to one that be will pronounce 
the smalicr to be the heavier of the 
two. The renson evidently ts because 
it is natural, though erroneous, to sup- 
pose that the more compact a body ls 
the heavier it ls bound to be. 

Dr, Denoor, a well known Belgian 
physician, recently tested several chil- 
dren on this point. Me gave them two 
black bottles, cach contaluing a sim- 
llar quantity of heavy powder aud one 
of which was much larger thon ¢ 
other, and of the 380 children whom 
he examined 370 sald promptly that 
the smaller bottle was the heavier. 
Only ten answered correctly, and Dr. 
Demoor son found out that they were 
idijota, 

Professor E. Maparede applied the 
anamo test to a class of backward chil- 
dren in Geneva and discovered that It 
was an admirable method for discor- 
ering the exact amount of Intelligence 
possessed by each child. Four of his 
pupils ſuvartably picked out the bottle 
which was really the heavier, and 
these four were the dullest and in all 
other respects the most unpromising 
in his entire ciassa.

It ls not to upbraid the social 
outcasts and the sinful vamplres who 
as human leeches try to ruck the life's 
blood out of their fellow men at the 
summer Watering places. That class of 
People are not those whom | want to 
talk to now. Bot I would today, as a 
pastor, carnestly nagd prayerfully give 
a few words of practical advice to 
bard working people who wil! spend 
their vacations away from home. I 
would try to warn you against the 
temptations which will confront you 
and which, if successful, may destroy 
your entire Christian character. The 
leprous germ absorbed into the spir- 
itual body in a day may continue to 
work its malformations clear on down 
to the grave nnd change your whole 
eternal destiny.
